A peculiarly constructed 
truck ar- 


rived in town last Saturday, 
and 
was 


left at Garbariiii"s machine 
shop for 


repairs. Itcame from the .Bay Coun- 
ties power plant at Colgate, 
and 
was 


used in hauling some of the heavy ma- 
chinery used in the construction of the 
electric 
plant 
at that place. 
The 


wheels are made of wood only, except 
of course the tires and boxes. 
These 


wheels are about 9 inches thick on the 
outside, and about two feet at the cen- 
ter.

11l early times, wheu life and prop- 


erty were accounted 
cheap unless 
de- 
fended sword m hand, tue church of- 
fered shelter 
and 
sanctuary 
to those 


who had occasion 
to fear the arm of 
Ihe law. 
In the middle ages "whoever 


crossed 
the threshold of a church -was 


considered under divine protection and 
could 
not be arrested, 
while several 


churches 
and cathedrals still preserve 


the knockers 
used by those 
who had 
fled thither for shelter and claimed ad- 
mittance. 
In some buildings 
the fugi- 


tive from Justice 
sat upon a chair or 
stool, and the register of a church ln 
Durham, 
England, 
covering a period 


extending from the year 1464 
to the

1524, 
included,
